CATTLE POISONED 
BY WILD CARROT 


Drying Up of Sloughs and Water- 
courses Allows Animals to 
Get at Deadly Root 


The plant known as the wild carrot 
and sometimes as the hemlock weed 
ig responsible for the poisoning of a 
considerable number of cattle in 
Northern Alberta this fall. The pro- 
vincial authorities are reociving many 
; complaints from widely scattered lo- 
| calities. In many cases the owners 
of the poisoned cattle think that they 
are the victims of some enemies, who 
have purposely destroyed the animals 
!and one or twa lively neighborhood 
feuds have been started in conse- 
} quence, 
|. The Lac Ste. Anne district suffered 
from a severe visitation, several cattle 
| dying. Thursday it was reported from 
Cooking Lake that 88 cattle had been 
poisoned and one of the government 
|locality, while the provincia} police 
| commenced an investigation. Recent'y 
|a@ case of cattle poisoning from this 
| ®ause was reported in South Edmon- 
ton. 

The reason for the greatly increas- 
ed number of poisonings from this 
cause is the unusually dry fall. The 
wild carrot grows abundantly on the 
edges of sloughs and water courses 
and the drying up of these places 
enables the cattle to get at the roots 
of the plant; which, on account of its 
sweetish taste, they are fond of eating. 
Only the roots of the wild carrot are 
poisonous to cattle and usually the 
roots cannot be reacned. This year is 
@n exception, hencs the unusua'ly 
| lerge number of cases of polsoning. 
The only thing to be done is to keep 
the cattle away from the sloughs and 
| Other places where the weed abounds 
until the ground freezes up and the 
roots cannot be reached.

DR. BLAND SPEAKS 
OUT STRONGLY ON 
WAR PROFITEERING 


Deplores the Sordidness to Which 
Selfishness Has Stooped 
in Canada 


That the cunipetitive system is re- 
sponsible for the failure of Christian- 
ity in the business world, was the 
theme of Dr. Bland’s address at Metro- 
politan church last night. Taking as 
his text: “And why call ye me Lord, 
and do not the things that I say?” he 
contrasted the teachings of Jésus, who 
elted neither creeds, forms nor cate- 
chisms, but associated the highest 
power with the most menial service, 
with the modern business system, in 
which profit in the greatest possible 
extent is the guiding rinciple, and 
which makes men selfish and hard in 
their business relationships. Under 
this system, one man’s success always 
contributes to the failure of some 
other; one man’s plenty is another 
man's lack, and $0 -er cent. of the 
business men in America fail sooner 
or jater under this relentless competi- 
tion. Human nature is courteous and 
kind, but it cannot carry its congider- 
ation into business; if it does it brings 
disaster, It is the system that warps 
men's souls and makes them hard and 
the system makes it impossible to be 
like Jesus in business life. # 

Dr. Bland deplored the sordidness 
to which selfishness had stoored in 
Canada, when mien under our business 
system had coined money from the 
very blood of our noblest men. There 
were Canadians who had seen nothing 
in the war but a chance to make 
money quickly, and they had made it, 
up with Sunday

ous tactics for the sake of profits 
Nothing else could be expected from 
men brought up in an atmosphere of 
continual profiteering. “Bring them 
out of the black hole,” said the speak-

Sir: With reference to the question 
lof taxation, permit me to offer a few 
remarks, particularly with reference to 
the single tax. 
} Before condemning this system of 
taxation as inadequate to meet the re- 
quirements expected of it, it might be 
| well to consider the fust and equitable 
|principle upon which it is based and 
the purpose it is intended to accom-

| What Is this species of property. It 
{s the property represented by the in- 
j}ereased value of the land, the incre- 
iment of real estate, a clear, ®pecific 
and easily appreciated form of wealth. 

Why ts this particular kind of prop- 
erty singled out solely for taxation? 
Because single taxers realize that it is 
wealth created by the community, and 
consistently with the principle of pri- 
vate ownership, the only method of se- 
curing the enjoyment of it for the 
community is by taxing it. 
| Admitting the reality of this species 
of property and granting its commu- 
nity character, surely the only object- 
tors to returning the people by way 
of tax of at least enough of it to sup- 
port the expense of government, can 
only be the holders of vacant real es- 
}tate, who hope to wax rick by grabbing 
the increment and absorbing value 
that they do not earn 

A single instance will illustrate the 
truth of these two propositions, that 
such wealth is real and that it is cre- 
sted by the public 

home sixteen years ago a gentleman 
from New York was traveling through 
| western Canada, He stopped off at 
jthe then village of Edmonton and at

To allow wealth that the people 
have created in their colective capacity 
to be absorbed by private Individuals, 
and then to burden the mass of the 
people with a business tax, Income tax 
and poll tox is surely robbing the pub- 
lic at both ends, No other form of 
taxation should be considered or coun- 
|tenanced, unless the people are guar- 
janteed that every dollar of increase 
in the value of land shall henceforth 
find its way into the public treasury 
through taxation. 

This sort of tax may not yfeld much 
revenue at the present time, and other 
means of raising money may have to 
be temporarily devised; but with the 
}growth of population and the conse- 

quently enhanced value of land it 
should be sufficient to meet all the re- 
quirements of taxation,

Tobacco does not prevent but causes 

| disease. From careful observations 
conducted by Insurance companies we 
|learn that tobacco covers nearly the 
whole range of human ills of the heart, 
lungs, throat, eyes, nerves, ete. In a 
few days it will be seen how many of 
our young men tobacco has rendered 
unfit for service in the first class. 

Yes, people may live to a great age 
| in spite of using tobacco. Our lives are

Death of Tecumseh 
The greatest of all American Indi-) 
ane, a brave warrior, a Napoleonic 
leader of men, and able statesman and| 
a diplomat of rare bility—such was! 
Tecumseh, chief of the Shawnees, who| 
was slain in the battle of the Thames, 
in Canada, 104 years ago tomorrow. 
There have been many witnesses to 
attest Tecumseh's bravery and nobility 
of character, Major Gen, Sir_ Isaac 
Brock, commander of the English 
forces in Canada at the outbreak of 
the last war between England and the 
United States, wrote of his red-skinned 
ally: “A more sagacious and active 
man does not, I belleve, exist.’ Te-| 
cameeh waa made a brigadier-general | 
in the British army during the war of | 
1212. He was joint commander with 
Gen. Proctor t the siege of Fort Meigs 
lnring which he protected the Ken- 
tucky militia, reckless'y led by Col 
Dudley into an ambush, from anni- 
lation. In all his military career Te- 
cume@eh manifested the most humane 
and civilized inatincts, and often arous- 
ed the anger and contempt of his sgl 
lowers by protecting prisoners and wd- 


hie braves 

On the day before the battle of the 
Thames, where Tecumseh lost his life 
Willlam Henry Harrison 
was apvroaching with a vastly super- | 
for force, Tecumseh had a premoni- 
tion of his coming end. He removed 
h's adopted uniform of a British briga-— 
dier genera, and donned his Indian 
costume. Shortly after the battle op 
ened. Tecumseh's prediction of his own 
death was fulfilled With his las’ 
breath he cursed Proctor, who ha?‘ 
tied early in the day. The engagemen 
was brief, and when it was over the 
bodies of two Indian warriors were lef’ 
upon the field One of the dend In 
dians was thought to be Tecumseh an 
the Kentuck'ans, forgetting their debt 
of gratitude for his noble conduct at 
Fort Melgs, stripped the corps naked 
and hacked and slashed tt with ‘thelr 
sabres.

First Monarch of Pugilism. 

Aug. 27 may be said to be the birthday of modern boxing, for 
it was just 204 years ago *-*-+ that James Figg, & giant Oxford- 
shire man and the first recorded champion of England, engaged in 
the first of his several battles. It was not until six years later that 
Figg, having met and defeated al) challengers, was corey ned by the 
sporting artisacracy of England as the king of English pugiliste. 
Before Figg's appearance in the ring there were men famed as being 
mighty with their fists, for the Englishman has ever preferred na- 
ture’s weapons, but the science of boxing had its beginning with 
Like most of the other fighters of that ere, he had been a

laborer, but brain and brawn lifted him to affluence and wide 
popularity. He was the first to open a boxing school and give 


“defense scientifically,’ and many men of wealth, title 
and learning were among his pupils. In his amphitheatre he fought 
before large aud.ences, and was never defeated. To his death he 
remained the champion. In 1730 a number of fighters contested for 
the title, and Pipes and Groeting gained the ascendency, George 
Taylor gained the topmost rung of pugilism in 1734, and six years 
later was succeeded by Jack Broughton, in many respects the great- 
est of these old time exponents of the “manly art.” F.gg had at-~« 
tained to a certain proficiency in boxing, but with his passing the 
sport slumped into the old murderous give-and-take style of rough 
and tumbie. Broughton not only formulated the first set of rules 
to govern the game, but he was also the first to introduce “mufflers.” 
or gloves. The hand-coverings, however, he used only when boxing 
with pup.ls in the amphitheatre he built near Oxford Road, London, 
in 1742. Broughton retained the title for ten years, and lost it to 
Jack Slack, a Norwich butcher. Broughton’s rules, which remained 
wn force for nearly a century, provided that “a square of a yard 
be chalked in the middle of the stage, and that in every § fresh 
set-to after a fall the seconds are to bring their men to the side of 
the square and place them opposite each other, and until this is 
done it is not lawful for one to strike the other.” It was also held 
tnat “if either of the combatants be unable to be brought up to 
the square within thirty seconds after a fall he shall be deemed a 
beaten man.” Other rules prohibited hitting an adversary when 
down, and @ man on his knees was to be reckoned down.

Fernie, B.C., Oct. 4.—At 4 o'clock 
this morning a terrific dynamite ex- 
plosion totally wrecked the Farcy 
Creek water main, which supplies thi 
city, and about 6 minutes later a fire 
alarm was turned in from the Fernie 
anne¥. 

The fire brigade responded quickly, 
but on arrival at the scene of the fire 
a large two-storey residence owned by 
William Cole, no water could be ob- 
tained and they endeavored to check 
the progress of the flames with chem- 
ical apparatus, but failed and the 
flames spread td a nearby cottage. 

The wind, however, was low and by 
this time the auxillary water suppiy 
from the Coal Creek main was being 
used, but owing to the small force be- 
hind it, it could only be used to keep 
the flames from spreading further. 
Both houses, which are covered by in- 
surance, were burned to the ground, 

On investigation of the cause of the 
wreckage of the Farcy Creek water 
main, it was found that someone had!
